Look at ihe preaent condition of Australia 
—a subject to which we adverted a lew daya 
ago, and which will bear a few additional 
remarks. All our settlements on that conti- 
nent hnva come through terrible disasters, 
I he retiulE of individual or of collective blun- 
dering The very fouudofion of New South 
Wales woe in tlselfa blunder, inasmuch as it 
incurred the risk of sacrificing Ihe entire 
princi^le of colonisation to the mere deiire of 
getting rid of a portion of our convict uopnla* 
tiun, Wattern Australia began in d kind of 
hallucination, and was almost extinguished 
by despair. South Australia wn uahered 
into the public view wilh a blatt of trumpets 
and a roll of drums : but the piomi sing 
Infant was almost smothered in Its swnddling 
clothes. And the youngest of our Australian 
colonies', that of Fort rbtlltp, which sprung 
put of its uwu natural capobilitios, is now, 
with Ncu oouih Walea, sutTerinif all the 
hcrion of" re-action," as was imininled latt 
week. 

And yet who can doubt but that this vail 
island, or ruber continent, of Australia Ls 
destined to be the seat of a new English em- 
pire/ No great riven roll through 11; much 
of its knowti anil is worthless ; and, from nil 
its characteristics, we must set itdown rather 
ob a pastoral than an agricultural country. 
Vet, merely as a pastoral country, ita value 
lo Ureat Hrltaiu proirtlaea lo be very treat. 
Already, Australian wool !e driving all hnt 
the finest German wuols out of our market ; 
ttld if we had/re* trade, along with carefully- 
guided colonization, we might Buap our fin- 
gers at Zollvereim and hostile tnrlut ; for 
the facility trilh uliich we might command 
raw material from our own colonies would 
enable na to undersell rival manufacturers 
even in hostile markets, but ihe very process 
would enlarge our colonial market. We 
would do with Australia as we have done 
wilh India—receive Its rnw material and re- 
turn it manufactured, to the great advantage 
of both cau 11 tries. 

fattoral, however, at Australia la, and 
probably must be, it rvould be quite erroneoua 
to auppose that it may not lirreafter raise a 
large amount of arriciillural produce. An 
interesting " blue Look'' has been recently 
turned, containing papers relative to South 
Aualralia, which shorn that that colony has 
overcome ils most serious and alarming diffi- 
culties, and it on Ihe fair road to prosperity, 
ihould It not again meet with any material 
check.

Aa 
colonists, ihey might have been treated with 
civil neglect; hut members nf the great 
capitalist body nf London, or of the civil or 
military profesaiona of tl molh.rrcou.ntry, or 
of tho landed aristocracy, are treated with 
more deference, lest they should influence 
Ihe bndies to which they belong to the 
Minister's ditadvin Inge, The •upcrnciil view 
which lite just been attributed 10 many of the 
advocates of non-resident proprietors, liaa 
led to the absurd enough noiion tiust tltey 
were only useful oe a cheaper kind uf colonial 
agents, or, what is a mora Important practical 
blunder, that colonial agents may serse the 
purpose aa well ae a proprietary body resident 
in the metropolis.

Fur another ex- 
ample, take the aameWeat Indiealn combl- 
tiatlon with the Cape of Oood Hope. Wa 
need not seek to guard against any naisenn- 
etnictlan, by reminding our readers that tbe 
t^oiowsaf t/axetfe haB always protested against 
the atap-dnnse fashion in which the West 
Indies, as well aa other colonies, hare been 
treated by the Colonial Office.

course of Lectures embracing the dittine- 
tire principles of the Churches of England 
and of Rome. 

If the onestion at issue wen simply a* 
to pre-eminence, or, aa to which waa en* 
titled to the patrooage of the State, we 
should not, aa Mr. Allwood remarks, feel 
ao deep an interest in the discussion. 

No well-informed member of lot trie 
Church Catholic will regard toil Pr otaat as 
originating in jealousy, or as a men con- 
test or straggle for auperioritr. It it ■ 
timely resistance of usurped sotbotity. 

The sovereign Pontiff of Rome, calling 
himself the successor of the blessed *irtnrlrf 
reter, and declaring that he holds the

realm, and all other Bar HighnWl do- 
minions end countries, as well in epi 
and ecclesiastical things aa 
ral ; and no foreign prince, person, pre- 
late, state, or potentate, being permitted 
to have any jurisdiction, power, superiority, 

l^hat"' 1 ttmio, H*T ' M.jZptV's^ssid 
realms, dominions, and countries,"— this 
foreign prelate has presumed to constitute 
Sydney, by an oiiunal document, an Arefa- 
iepiteopal See, and to invest Dr. PsUiag 
with Archiepisoopsl functions, end tht 
jurisdiction of a metropolitan. Thus tht 
laws of England an openly defied snd eat 
at naught. The right and jurisdiction of 
the lawful Bishop are inferential ry denied, 
his order* declared to be invalid, and tht 
privilege* and jurisdiction of the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury un blush ingly invaded. 
It it true Dr. Voiding must limit his ear-

position. But it behoves us to be vigilant : 
the now speaks with reserve. The time 
hta not arrived to throw off her disguise, 
■he so oat become the ascendant Iwfon she 
" hcrntrf again. Popery, wc believe, is 
unchanged, and uncliangeable, and to 
whom shall we look to expose her fallacies. 
We answer, to the Anglican brsnch of the 
Chunk Catholic! She admin the autho- 
sitytf Catholic tradition as auxiliary to 
scriptural revelation, tad is, therefore, 
well fitted to take up the gauntiet and tn 
contend for the victory, or rather for 
truth. Ws have said, the spirit of Popery 
it always tbt same. Thin may be denied. 
Bat fact* Hem vtrba. Look at the op- 
pression whicb is even now being dealt 
towards the descendants of the father of 
tht fkilhfnl in the States of the Pope. 
Look at Spain, South America, or into 
any country where Popery is dominant. 

It is not our wish to excite angry dis 
potation,— wr speak of the System, not of 
■ndividnala i pnjudice of education, or 
inassrilnde for enquiry, caucs runny to bend 
thev neck to the yule of their forefathers ; 
—we stttrt of the system thst it is as in- 
tolerant as ever. The invariable policy of 
the Bomiah hierarchy is fully discloHed in 
the authentic testimony of the page of 
Malory. Exdnsivenns is the principle of 
its every act and decision. The Court of 
tuns is at this day si determinate^ 
hostile is uirit to every separated form 
of Christinnity at it was in 11206, when 
it sstahBahed the inquisition. We might 
refer to the nign of Louis XIV,, but that 
lbs details of what occurred, though only 
ISO rears ago, might be thought exngge- 
ratssf by those who are unacqnsinted with 
the history ot Prance. We might take a 
modern instance from what occurred in 
out of the moat democratic*! Cantons of 
Switzerland, that ol Schwyi, where an 
individual was thrown into prison snd 
compelled to pay a considerable fine for 
distributing religious tracts, though none 
of them otnud be proved to be of a con- 
troversial character. But this is compa- 
ratively obscure. Look at Zelierthnll in 
th* Tyrol, in the year I £37, where four 
hundred Protestants were compelled to 
abandon the hiUs and tht valleys of their 
native country through Romish persecu- 
tion. It it well known that the Romish 
eircby even in the present enlightened 
age is so adverse to the spirit of free 
inquiry, that every literary work whicb 
even in the slightest degree attacks Ro- 
man Catholic principles is placed in the 
index at purgatorial, ot proscribed. No

It II readily conceded that multitudes 
of Roman Catholics abhor the idea of 
religious persecution. But this does 
not prove that the Church itself has 
laid aside its persecuting principles. 
Hence ha intolerance ! The Holy Scrip - 
tares art not permitted even now to 
be printed or circulated in the vernacular 
language of most of the- countries where 
Romanism has the ascendancy. Where 
then in deeds shall we look for her rue. 
tended liberality ! 

Whilst are expose the spirit of Popery, 
we regret to give pain to its professed ad- 
herents. We have the pleasure of reckon- 
ing at the number of our acquaintances and 
fhstsrh, taany in that communion, who, 
lor kindness of heart and unbounded cha- 
rity are act to be excelled. It it not with 
Inaiiiilaals. but with Popery as n system 
teat ws are so SHseompromisingly at issue, 
Toward* individuals we cherish every 
kindly Seelin S . The falsehoods and errors 
of Popery mast always encounter ourntter 
detestation- We would not seek the de- 
•tnaetVm of tht Romish Church, but si 
friradi of true religion, we desire that she 
should become what ahe was in tlie days 
of the Apotthtt. We should then be nt 
peace with her. We would hnve her re. 
stored to primitive purity, and thus to 
escape tba sin of schism. We believe 
that tbt time shall come, when true reli- 
gion and since re piety shall reign through- 
out th* worid— when ther* shall be one 
fold aad one shepherd. Whilst, however, 
th* tnathsmas of the Council of Trent, 
which art protective of the abuses and cor- 
ruption* of ilomaoism, continue to he a 
past of tbt system ; whilst these exist, we 
must repudiate, and try, no peace. We 
most unoeaaiiigljr warn, and protest 1 The 



us to decide what ought 
the Word of God and included in tbt vo- 
lume of inspiration. The Church of Eng- 
land avoids extremes, and maintain* a 
middle course. Agreeably to th* practice 
of the best and holiest men tn tht Church 
from the earliest times she revere* 
testimony of Catholic ant 
cordially agree with Mr, Allwood as to the 
deference to be shown to th* Misaaal of 
the Fathers of the Church. «■ We 
lie says, " not to the opinion* of any one 
Father, but to the ajrerwmt oftktwkoit" 
He regards them as witnesses, ti 
their testimony is tmtmimata, he 
to receive it as the voice of tht Cfaareh. 
1 f their sentiments be not in onion, we eta 
only accord that s mount of deference 
which individual opinions they raaw 
seem reasonably entitled to receive. It u 
upon this principle Mr. A. has acted 
throughout the whole of the controversy. 
It is upon the concurrent testmwny of the 
early Fathers he builds his arr»iment, and 
he most convincingly proves from their 
evidence, that the claims of Papacy en 
utterly at variance with th* witness of Ca- 
thnlie antiquity. 

The writings of the Father* who lived at 
the time, and were conversant with the 
Apostles themselves, en doubtless entitled 
to our highest regard as to whatever rs- 
tnted in ecclesiastical order and disdplin*. 
In Msnming that Scripture tanetiona the 
Episcopal form of government, at arena- 
l>crs of the Chureh ot England, wa shall, 
of coarse, be considered as s i tsaatj l e. 
That it has characterised tht visible 
Church from the immediate snaeettata of 
the Apostle* to the period of tht Refonna- 
tion, fifteen hundred years, mutt nrthesi- 
tatiagly be admitted by all who an ac- 
quainted with ecclesiastical history. That 
in the administration of Episcopal fane- 
lions abuses have existed admits of no 
doubt. But unless it can be proved to bt 
a form of government unsanctioned by 
Scripture, unauthorised hy 
usage, and at variance with 
which prevailed In the primitive 
must earnestly contend for its perpetual 
maintenance. We believe it to be beat 
adapted for the spiritual good of all who 
call themselves Christian*, ami that It 
conduces most effectively In the happiness 
of individuals in large communities, and 
to the pence and good order of society, ws 
think undtuiable. But all history shows 
u* that a departure from the defined limits 
of pri mi ti re institution — thst an assumption 
of supreme authority on the part of one 
Church over other Churches, has been th* 
fruitful source of bitter contention, para* 
cution, and horrible cruelty. Tlie raaal 
claim to universal jurisdiction baa ever 
been, and will continue to bt, most des- 
tructive of the peace and unity of the 
Church. Under episcopal authority wt 
are happy to rang* oarsejvee, bat against 
papistical pretensions, against tht ILmaush 
apostacy, we must evtr protest, Wt re- 
gard this subject not a* partisans, bat at 
Christians, and though ws do not look for 
unanimity of opinion from all who shall 
peruse these Lectures, yet we fsel aaaaawd 
that they will not be aaprodoctiv* of 
benefit, We confers that we have risen 
from a very close examination of tht ■Mo- 
ment with a deep conviction that to go 
over to the Botuieh communion would he 
to cease to be a member of tbt 
hranch nf the Church Catholic, and to be 
guilty of the sin of schism. 

The srgument derived from tbt Holy 
Scripture in support of this chum is to 
fmniliar to all who know anything of the 
controversy as scarcely to need a singl* 
observation. 

The i m instructed, or rather 
mind, could not potsibly err in 
the passages which an cited by the 
rents of Popery, if permitted tht 
nf private judgment. It would bt out of 
place here to discuss this principle of 
mental liberty, or the right of every owe to 
interpret for himself the Holv Scripture*. 
Whilst restriction upon inquiry ha* been 
laoientahty abused, we moat candidly 
admit ih.it an unbounded license {* not 
without fault tnd fatal consequences. 1ft 
should undoubtedly hesilstt to submit our 
understanding* and our eon 
mere human authority'. We
